Tt is not charity as a general thing that we 
claim to bestow, but as to pecuniary relief

He was visited and found to be worthy 
and in good standing with his Lodge. 
How quick thechange: the physician came, 
Comforts and necessities were supplied, 
and want apd death quit knocking at the 
door. His Own Lodge responded prompt- 
ly to all the demands made by the Lodges 
here upon it. After many weeks of sick- 
—— r recovered; his children 
were sent to school, and his wife made 
happy. This is no isolated case; the same 
would have been done for you, for me, for 
any brother that I see before me.

the heart with 3 — And while he 
traveled along the unknown land and 
step by step explored our secret shore, he 
was strikingly reminded of the beauties 
of charity, mutual relief, friendship, uni- 
versal love and trath. He realized that 
charity might often be bestowe.! on ande~ 
serving objects, and yet was taught that 
the worthy should not be con founded with 
the unworthy. He saw that charity suf- 
fereth long, and is kind” and that if he 
would do unto others what he would that 
they should de unto him it was impossi- 
ble that he could materially err. His soul 
was warmed at the recital of the love that 
existed between Jonathan and David, and 
they were prominently placed before him 
as examples for @utulation, and through 
them was tanght the covenants that 
should ever exist between all good Odd 
Fellows. 

He saw Moses amid afluence—in ease— 
the adopted child ofthe King’s daughter 
—deserting and renouncing all for the 
friendship he bore his people. He saw 
that he had rather be a poor dispised 
Israclite and deliver his people from bon- 
dage than dwellin the lace of luxury. 
Moses was cited to him for his admiration 
and imitation, and the record of his deeds 
were indelibly impressed upon his mem- 
ory. He was also taught that universal 
love, that goes behind the distinctions of 
sect, party and nation, and recognizes all 
men as brethren. And while he was in- 
structed as to the necessity of temperance 
in thought, word and appetite, he was 
given asa weapon one of the test at- 
tributes of the Almighty—truth—that he 
might successfully war against all the 
vices of human life and press on to victory 
—a victory of sense over passion, of mind 
over appetite, of kindness over selfish- 
ness-—and in a bright and vivid light was 
Aaron port — — te him as an example of 
that truth, who, amid the muttering and 
back-sliding of his people, dared to pro- 
claim the unwelcome mandates of the Al- 
mighty. 

it would seem that all these lessons 
were sufficient to purify the heart and sat- 
isfy the mind as regards the teachings of 
Odd Fellowship. But many an Odd Fel- 
low, after remaining for years and yearsin 
what is termed a subordinate Lodge, seeks 
a higher position, and a more perfect 
knowledge of the art, by enlisting in the 
Camp.“ There is not an organization 
perhaps upon the face of the earth but 
what some wiseacre would suggest modi- 
fication or improvement in.

Tell me, Patriarchs, what advantage it is 
to have an indifferent, worldly-minded, 
sordid, selfish man of the world, who, per- 
haps, had for a few weeks attended the 
subordinate lodge, taken within yourtent? 
Is he allt person toexemplify or represent 
the principles of our order? Does he not 
hang like a dead weight to every act of 
benevolence or enterprise that is mooted 
in a lodge room, The Memphis Patriarchs 
will bear me witness that in the past few 
months many of the old subordinate lodge 
members, those that had remained 
therein for fifteen or twenty years, were 
barely found worthy to receive camp de- 
grees, and from what I may utter here to- 
day, I fear that some of you may think 
that one of them might as well have been 
rejected. One more change I would sug- 
gest in camp regulations, and that is that 
one black ball should be sufficient to re- 
ject a candidate, What right has the good 
Odd Fellow to foree upon even one good 
member a companion who is disagreeable 
to him, and by him believed to be un- 
worthy of affiliation? By the observance 
of this rule a wrong might be done toa 
worthy man outsid® of our order, but by 
its non-observance@ah greater wrong might 
be perpetrated on the worthy counpanlon 
within, towhom we are bound by more 
‘sacred ties.

You have cone through 
financial embarrassiments and difficulties 
that would make the stoutest heart quail, 
and showed a financial ability worthy of 
any company or association, Lou have 
given an example that had another order 
that far excels you in numbers and pos- 
sessed with as much intellect, talent and 
capacity, and in a manner having the 
same object in view as yourselves, imi- 
tated, it would not now be but the poor 
possesser in part of a burial lot, but the 
owner of as noble and grand a structure 
as any that now ornaments your city. 
All this you have done, and yet must ! 


upbraid you that you Have nel done 
more. You have nat a school for your 
children and orphans, a home for your 


widows, nor a place for your young men 
to resort to in order to gather knowledwee 
and seek improvement.
